It I* nearly two hundred year* 
sin. e Roger William* died ; and if no stone 
deagnntes the spot of hi* burial, hi* fame 
ha* continued to brighten with time. 
The 
age in which he lived wa* not an age of 
momiiiieuta, like the present, wheu the os 
tentatiou* column or statue is so indiscrim­ 
inately erected as to cense to he a mark of 
true greatness or of universal respect ore* 
teem. The best monument is that which 
a great and good man himself erects in the 
heart* and memories of hi* co temporaries 
and in tho institutions of the age in whit Ii 
lie lived, upon which his character and in­ 
fluence are indelibly impressed. 
Though 
no pillar mark hi* grave, or no cenotaph 
commemorate hi* deeds, the name of Roger 
William* will ever lie regarded with grail 
tude and veneration by the friends of civil 
and religious liberty 
Roger William* came to this country 
from Fingland, where he had been educa 
ted. a few years alter the settlem ent of 
Fly mouth. 
Ile preached nome time at 
I Plymouth, and in I6B4 wa* settled over t i e 
first church in Salem. 
In his youth he 
wa* patronized and educated by Sir F’,d 
ward Coke, anil was bred at the I niversi 
ty at Oxford 
His pei uliar notions and 
religious opinions were soon developed 
here, under tho influence of that freedom 
which (lie Pilgrims sought and obtained by 
the settlem ent at I’lv mouth. 
Dissensions, 
which resulted in hi* banishment from Mas 
saehusetta, and iii the foundation of a col- 
tiny in Rhode Island, were the consequence. 
He had great influence 
with Endicott, 
aud prevailed upon him to cut Irotn the 
K ing* colors the red cross, which he 
deemed a badge of Popish aupentition.— 
lie also claimed that the King of Friigland 
had no right to take the lands of America 
from the Indian* and give them lo his own 
subjects, and also that a universal liberty 
ut conscience ought to tie allowed in re 
. lignins m atters. 
For these heresies he wa* 
> called to account, and of ie illy justifying 
them, was deprived of his ministry and 
i banished from the colony in lo.'LV Twelve 
I of the principal members of this church 
frere so affectionately attached to him, that 
they voluntarily went into exile with him 
to the solitary wilderness of the Narra 
ganaett country, where he threw himself 
upon the humanity of savages for their hos­ 
pitality and kindness for which he might 
seek in vain among those who pretended to 
civilisation. 
Williams and his follower* found a -ah 
asylum among them, 
lie ingratiated him 
self with them and acquired such an in 
Alienee over them that he often Lei ame 
the mediator of peace between them and 
their white neighbors iii M assachusetts, 


and thus wa* enabled lo heap coals of lire 
upon the heads of his former persecutor*. 
Perfect unity of faith, however, was not 
secured in M assacbusett* by the banish 
meat of Mr. William*. Heresies will exist 
so long us difference of opinion* are deemed 
here* lea.

ion on this subject two centuries ago were 
a* Bound and a* liberal as are entertained 
iii thi* lioaated age of lilierality aud re 
fiDement. 
He established universal liber­ 
ty of conscience, a* well for those who 
should come and settle with hi* a^soi late* 
a* for thenmelve* ; and this natural right 
of mankind has been maintained inviolably 
in Rhode Island to thi* day.
